With Christmas just a few 
weeks, away. Postmaster Eddie 
D. Robertson Tuesday gave

ing. 

For letters and cards going to 
eastern sections of the nation, 
Mr. Robertson said the dead¬ 
line for mailing should be Dec. 
10 to assure arrival before 
Christmas. December 15 is 
enough time for local and 
West Coast destinations. All 
air mail letters and cards 
should be on their way no later 
than Dec. 20, the postmaster 
said. 

Parcel post packages for the 
east should be in the mail no 
later than Dec. 1, and air mail 
parcel post articles should be 
sent before Dec. 10. For parcel 
post deliveries on the West 
Coast, packages should be 
mailed before Dec. 10. 

Mr. Robertson requested Sier¬ 
ra Madreans to separate locai 
mail from mail going to other 
parts of the country and, when¬ 
ever possible, to tie all mail 
into bundles according to city 
or state. 

A final word of advice from 
the local postmaster was that 
all cards and letters should 
have return addresses on the 
envelopes. Sealed Christmas 
cards (one ounce) take a three 
cent stamp, and unsealed cards 
can go for two cents, it was 
pointed out.

Council to Rename 
Civil Defense Body 

Sierra Madre’s Disaster Council will be re-designated the “Civil 
Defense Council” when formal action is taken by the city Coun¬ 
cil, presumably at its next meeting. 

At a meeting of the Disaster Council last week, the lack of 
volunteers for the auxiliary police force was hit as the “most 
-— .serious deficiency” in Sierra 


Madre’s civil defense set up. 

Only five men have volun¬ 
teered so far, although more 
than a dozen are needed. Chief 
of Police Gordon G. McMiilan 
reported. Any young or middie- 
aged man in good physical con¬ 
dition, and not subject to draft 
in a national emergency, is 
eligible to join and is asked 
to contact Chief McMiilan. 

Auxiliary police candidates 
will be given a training period 
of approximately 50 hours, in¬ 
cluding tours with regular po¬ 
lice officers to acquaint them 
with operating a patrol car, Mr. 
McMillan said. 

Fire Chief James Heasley re¬ 
ported that Fire Department 
drills are being stepped up to 
l.^ain men for fighting major 
conflagrations. An auxiliary 
fire station on Alta Vista Drive 
has been completed and some 
200 additional feet of hose pro¬ 
cured, Mr. Heasley said.

Chest Survey 
X-Rays 1496 

A total 1496 Sierra Madreans 
were x-rayed last week when 
the Los Angeles County Chest 
X-Ray Survey was in town for 
five days. 

A mobile x-ray unit was sta¬ 
tioned in front of the Bank of 
Sierra Madre from ’Tuesday 
through Saturday, and an ad¬ 
ditional machine was located 
in the Canyon on Saturday. 

“Considering the poor weath¬ 
er during several of the days, 
we did pretty well,” said R. C. 
Lewis, survey chairman for Si¬ 
erra Madre and five other San 
Gabriel Valley cities. 

He expres.sed disappointment, 
however, that only 32 persons 
took advantage of the free 
chest x-ray service offered in 
the Canyon area. 

Results of the x-rays will be 
mailed residents within the 
next two weeks. 


City May Buy 
Right-of-Way 
For Pipeline 

Details of the proposed El¬ 
kins Subdivision and a right- 
of-way for the city’s water proj¬ 
ect were discussed at an ad¬ 
journed meeting of the City 
Council Saturday morning. 

The Councilmen informally 
decided that $1250 would be “a 
reasonable amount” to pay for 
a 1500-foot-Iong, 10-foot-wide 
strip of land running through 
Elkins’ land, north of Grand¬ 
view and east of Doubledrive. 

The subdivider’s figure would 
include the cost of his install¬ 
ing water main laterals to all 
of the 35 lots proposed in the 
development. Laterals would 
be installed across the streets 
in advance of paving. 

Street paving mechanics will 
be Ironed out by Mr. Elkins 
and Director of Public Works 
Harry H. Shatto. A laboratory 
survey may be made to deter¬ 
mine what type of paving 
would be best suited to the 
subdivision, if Mr. Elkins 
chooses. At any rate, the Coun¬ 
cil ruled that it must comply 
with the city’s street regula¬ 
tions.

The rate increase, which will 
mean approximately $70 more 
a month for Mrs. Matoian, was 
requested because of “higher 
costs of living and services.”

If we get to December 31st 
without another fire, we can 
certainly be proud of the low 
loss. It is not all up to the 
members of the fire depart¬ 
ment. If you permit accumula¬ 
tions of rubbish and trash to 
gather about your place, you 
are not fire conscious. 

If yq.u are a factory owner 
and do not have a person or 
persons assigned to keep the 
place clean, you are not aware 
of the danger. If factory owners 
insist on being careless about 
the matter, it may be neces- 
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sary to call upon an insurance 
investigator to investigate. This 
will mean that a clean-up will 
be made or there will be a dif¬ 
ference in insurance cost. 

There are so many easy ways 
to prevent fire that go neglect¬ 
ed. In a shop or factory, what 
would it cost to extend water 
lines throughout the plant and 
have hose connected to them at 
regular intervals? A small fire 
can be conqueror easily. When 
it is permitted to grow big— 
well, there’s no use talkin’. 

Your fire fighters remain 
loyal to their duties. Twice 
each month, the regular drills 
are held. This requires some 
hard work and somewhat mon¬ 
otonous) work. None complain 
because it is made fun by the 
good fellowship enjoyed. And 
the thoughts of being of an 
important function of the city 
helps a little. 

Repetition cannot be avoided 
in this game. We just MUST 
keep saying that we have to 
work to keep the FIRES OUT.
